(accessed at runtime). Furthermore, it enables the correct address to be selected, col. 4 lines 33-67. That is, it enables it to be calcuated. 
Therefore, the claimed functionalityis provided for via Wold's pointers, again see col. 4 lines 43-55, which enables runtime identification of 
"one or more" software units (i.e. the method which is to be executed), col. 4 lines 33-41 . 
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
